One .of the most common sights along the road- 


sides and through the fields of Nebraska this 
season will probably prove to be a triangular 
wooden device swinging along in cadence beside 
a rapidly walking man. 


And if that man seems a little weary with the 


whole business, its uiderstandable: he has a lot of 
ground to cover. The wooden triangular device is 
what is called a "walking A." and the man whd 
operates it is probably with the Agricultural Stabil- 
ization and Conservation Committee of his precinct. 


The "walking A"' is nothing new to Nebraska 


farmers who remember earlier years when acre- 
age allotments were put into force. Both the "A" 
and the allotments were given pretty much of a 
rest during the years of the Korean War and 
World War H, but are very much a part of the 
farming scene with restrictions placed on both corn 
and wheat. 


The "A" consists of two metal prongs pointing 


downward from the two bottom corners of the 
triangle. At the peak of the triangle and extend- 
ing upward is a wooden vertical handle which, 
rotates in the hand of the operator as he swings 
the "A" along the surface of the ground. The "A" 
is pivoted first on one metal prong and then on 
the other, the operator meanwhile counting the 
number of revolutions from one end of the field 
to the other. 


The number of rrrolirtions indicates the size 


of the field. The operator is thus able to tell 
whether or not the farmer has complied with 
acreage allotments necessary to get support loans 
on the crop. 


Between now and Oct. 1, the "walking A's" 


will be making a check of thousands of acres of 
comland to find if any excess planting exists. 
Under a recent ruling, farmers have until Oct. 1 
Jo destroy excess acreage and thus make them- 
selves eligible for support loans. 


But there will be litfle respite for the measurers 


after that date, because ]955 wheat acreage will 
have to be measured after the usual planting 
period ends in about five or six weeks. One of 
the typical "A" operators is Harry Graham of Rt.

AT THE CROSSROADS OF UNCOUT 
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There Are Alternatives 


'Nothing could illustrate better how man's 


best-laid plans frequently go astray than the 
understandable furore created by split school 
sessions at the Merle Beattie School in Lincoln. 


As originally planned, it appeared to the Lin- 


coln Board of Education that ample provision 
had been made in the school's facilities to 
handle all the youngsters who could be expected 
to "'enroll. 
There were 85 children in the 


area to be served by the school when the pre- 
liminary study of schools needs was made, 
Board Member Elmer Magee told a meeting of 
parents last Tuesday night. When the school 
construction had been completed, actual enroll- 
ment was 205. Surprisingly this fall the growth 
of the residential section served by the school 
saw an enrollment of 370. Hence the program 


of split sessions, a program admittedly not sat- 
isfactory but on a temporary basis unavoidable. 


Fortunately there seems to be alternatives. 


These alternatives involve purchase or rental of 
homes for emergency schools, rezoning of the 
district to permit children to attend either less 
crowded Saratoga or Prescott, or bus trans- 
portation to other less crowded schools. 


The important thing, it seems to use, is that 


Dr. John P. Senning and Elmer Magee, both 
members of the Lincoln Board of Education, 
took time out to talk over affairs with the par- 
ents of the children facing a split school sched- 
ule. Usually an answer to any problem can be 
found if those representing conflicting view- 
points take the time and trouble to talk things 
over. 


Nevada Sets The Pattern 


Fort Union sleeps in ruins some miles out on 


a semi-arid plain not far from Las Vegas, Nev. 


Not even a road leads to it now for its crum- 


bling walls and its overgrown parade ground 
lies in pasture land of one of the West's great 
ranches. 


But Fort Union once was a busy, vital place. 


Established in 1861 it was an important strong- 
hold throughout the War Between The States. 
Afterward it was a bulwark that protected white 
settlers and presided over the peace of the 
plains at a time when many of the region's 
presently thriving communities were born. 


Nevadans are young in terms of statehood 


compared to Nebraska. But they have a com- 
pelling sense of history. 
They have not for- 


gotten Fort Union. They were determined that 
it should not -disappear. It was a part of the 
state's early history. 
They knew that once 


gone it could never be replaced. 


Nevada went to bat ior its crumbling old 


fort. Now it has triumphed. Fort Union has 
been named a national monument. Its restora- 
tion will be begun.

"Keeping up with the Joneses" — either in 


terms of family living or in the realm of state 
government—can be expensive and on occasions 
no end difficult. There is the real story of state 
government in these postwar years when after 
a period of marking time, the peoples of each of 
the 48 states discovered that there is so much 
to do in order to catch up with neglected tasks 
and actually so little money with which to do it.

Now and then we are reminded how fortunate 


we are here in Nebraska. Recently the Ne- 
braska Citizens Council published a study show- 
ing the kinds and amounts of taxes paid in 
seven midwestern states including Nebraska and 
its nearby neighbors—Colorado, Iowa, Kansas, 


Wyoming, South Dakota 
and Minnesota. It was 
reassuring, at least on 
first glance, to be told 
that Nebraska's total per 


capita tax of $125.05 was by far the lowest. South 
Dakota with still fewer people than Nebraska 
was second low with $143.17. And Iowa, with a 
larger population than Nebraska, was the high- 
est in per capita tax burden with $163.99. Now, 
digging below the surface, there are a number 
of conclusions to be drawn from the bare 
figures. It can be said that in the full spirit of 
frugality, Nebraska's state government is the 
most economical and efficient. It-can be said 
that Nebraska purchases the distinction of the 
lowest per capita tax burden by ignoring things 
which spell progress, by reglecting to do what 
needs to be done. It can be charged that Ne- 
braska's gratifying tax record actually is proof 
that year after year we are falling further and 
further behind in such matters as modern high- 
way construction, educational development, insti- 
tutional progress in the care of a state's unfor- 
tunates, and finally in many other fields of 
modern development. It is not simply a matter 
of hqw much or how little we spend, but the 
extent and the degree to which the people of 
Nebraska move forward in this era of modern 
living. Of the states listed, only South Dakota 
and Wyoming are confronted with the same lim- 
ited income opportunities that Nebraskans face. 
It is doubtful if Wyoming, with its oil and other 
sources of mineral wealth, operates on the same 
narrow limitation. 


* 
We are quite sure that large numbers of Ne- 


braskans feel deeply that the ceiling has been 
reached when it conies to taxation. It is not 
merely the impressive needs »f the federal gov- 
ernment, needs which mounted astronomically 
in the war years and have continued since. Re- 
quirements of state and local governments since 
1946 have mounted and, mounted until the costs 
of stale government in tnc 48 states of the Union 
and of local government doubled and trebled in 
many instances. 


It has been very much to the credit of the 


people of Nebraska that in the last eight years, 
at sacrifice to themselves they have made ade- 
quate revenues available to take care of a 
lot of unfinished business. The building pro- 
gram at state institutions and at educational 


plants—the provision for 
improved services — a 
more generous highway 
program—all of this has 
been in line with pressing 


needs and can be a source of great satisfac- 
tion to the courage and determination of the 
people who made it possible- We have moved 
forward, not as spectacularly perhaps as soire 
of oar neighbors, but nevertheless in this last 
15 years Nebraska has made more advance 
along sound lines than in any comparative 
period previously. And that is the importance 
of high volumes of business, industry, and most 
of aD, a healthy, prosperous agriculture. Be- 
cause we of all thqse seven states look more 
directly to agriculture than any of the others, 
unless it be South Dal:ot?. we must bend every 
energy to maintaining a high level of pros- 
perity out on the farms.

There is oo magic in lax economies or in 


more generous provisions for neccsasry things 
(* be done. Usually we pay for what we gel. 
If we prill the pursesirings taut, then it should be 
recognized that the rigid economy which we 
demand is at the sacrifice of development -which 
is scwwd and good, development which wo crave 
bnt which we say is far too rich for our blood. 
It is not merely a mailer of "fcrrping up with 
the Joneses." More accurately, it is a question 
*f developing the kind «f state in which people 
desire t« lire. 


Borne In All Good

The federal government will not do all the 


work nor pay all the expenses. Nevada people 
think highly enough of the historic landmark 
that they are pouring both effort and money 
into its restoration. They have already ar- 
ranged with the ranchers for highway access 
and are raising $20,000 for the initial highway 
itself. 
The owners of Fort Union land have 


given the 1,000 acres that hold the old build- 
ings and provide the adjacent surroundings. 


At this distance where the Middle West looks 


out at the farther West the Nevada people seem 
to have done a fine thing—both for their country 
and for their state. Historic landmarks are im- 
portant. 
They have perpetuated something 


authentic that played a part in the birth of a 
nation, 


Nebraska can take a leaf from Nevada's book. 
It has an equally historic Fort Robinson, still 


in a good state of preservaiton, situated in one 
of Nebraska's most beautiful wooded areas." 


To Nebraska and the regions to the north and 


west Fort Robinson was the mother of peace 
and modern settlement. Like Fort Union it 
played its great role in the settlement of this 
country. It deserves preservation as a historic 
monument as fully as Fort Union. 


Fort Robinson, no longer serves the army. It 


is sleeping only with dreams of its once great 
past. 


What of its future? 
The federal government has offered it to Ne- 


braska as a gift. 


And Nebraska is pondering i^s answer. 
Nevada has already given the answer—one 


that is so convincing and so right. It preserved 
its historic fort. 


Nebraska has no need to ponder. It has a 


duty—a very satisfying duty—to accept the 
federal gift. 


Kudos To Capehart 


More than one Illinois newspaper fell for a 


smear story handed out by Harold Rainville, 
administrative assistant to Illinois Sen. Dirksen, 
aimed at hurting Sen. Paul Douglas's chances 
for re-election. The story charged that a Chi- 
cago real estate man, indicated as a supporter 
of Douglas, had gotten in on an FHA deal that 
had resulted in a windfall profit of $1,650,000. 


In the light of recent revelations of quick and 


unearned profits from the exploitation of FHA, 
any such story attached to a candidate will 
win no friends for him. 


But if politics showed its disappointing side in 


the slam on Douglas, it also showed its best 
side in the sequel to it. It came from Sen. 
Capehart, the Indiana conservative, no political 
bedfellow to the liberal Douglas. Capehart, who 
presides over" the FHA windfall investigation, 
waved 
away 
political 
considerations 
and 


promptly scotched the story. He assured the 
people of Illinois that no windfall profit what- 
ever was involved in the deal and that Sen. 
Douglas had nothing'to do with it anyway. 


American politics are highly partisan and are 


not devoid ot the sinning side. 'But the system 
has always been justified by its frequent dem- 
onstrations of great integrity, always more* than 
enough to offset the weakness. Sen. Capehart is 
the most recent of American statesmen to bear 
witness to political fair play. 


At Long Last 


Attorney General Herbert Brownell at long 


last has ordered a grand jury investigation of 
Clyde L. Powell, former assistant U.S. housing 
commissioner, and of the FHA scandals. 


Brownell has been able to get a good deal of 


political mileage out of FHA. The expose of 
windfalls profits and other fast-buck applica- 
tions began about concurrently with Powell's 
resignation which came last April. Now a grand 
jury will start working them all over again 
immediately in advance of the November elec- 
tions. If indictments follow, it wfll be too late 
for the courts to settle in time to help the voters 
whether there was any law breaking. 


There has been plenty of testimony by bene- 


ficiaries that there was lots of easy money 
had under the Powell administration 
but it 


has not been made clear whether a poorly 
drawn FHA law permitted it or whether there 
was outright illegality in the manipulaitons. But 
such a question does not serve a political pur- 
pose and in the five ar.ci a half months the 
expose has ,been seething, no one has exerted 
answered. 
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WASHINGTON — Sen. Pat Mc- 


Carran, the venerable Republicrat 
from Nevada, is one of the most 
blase men in the Senate. He also 
likes to see politics operate on a 
solf-financing basis. 
To accomp- 


lish this he has a happy faculty 
for putting state politicians on the 
federal payroll even though they 
are doing almost nothing for Uncle 
Sam, just as long as they are doing 
something for him in Nevada. 


Take the case of Gov. Charles 


II. Russell of Nevada, now running 
for re-election. Probably few Ne- 
vndans know it, but McCarran kept 
Russell on the federal payroll 
while he was running for governor 
last time and right up until after 
he was nominated. 


What happened was that McCar- 


ran at first encouraged ex-Gover- 
nor Vail Pittman to run again for 
governor, then double-crossed him 
and backed Russell. He followed 
this up by putting Russell on the 
Senate EGA watchdog committee, 
which just happens to be the only 
committee whose vouchers are not 
audited by the general accounting 
office, a little loophole arranged 
by Sen. Styles Bridges of New 
Hampshire when he was chairman 
of the committee during the 80th 
Congress. This loophole, incident- 
ally, permitted Bridges to send ex- 
Sen. Worth Clark of Idaho on a 
trip to the Orient to report on aid 
for Chiang Kai-shek without an 
OK from either Congress or the 
State Department. 


In any case, McCarran happily 


took advantage of the loophole and 
paid Russell $860.85 per month as 
a so-called committee consultant 
during the same time he was run- 
ning for governor. 


Russell 
remained 
there 
until 


June 30, 1950, though nominated 
for governor on June 1, 1950. 


On Dec. 13, 1950—well after Rus- 


sell's election—he was still draw- 
ing expenses, though the vouchers 
claimed these expenses covered 
his earlier service with the com- 
mittee. Since the general account- 
ing office 
could not audit- the 


vouchers, taxpayers will have to 
take McCarran's word for it. He 
signed the vouchers. 
v v -A 


JUNKET TO SWITZERLAND 
The vouchers themselves show 


up a couple interesting items. For 


example, Russell took a junket at 
committee expense to Switzerland 
during the tourist season at the 
Alpine resorts. 
This might have 


been considered committee busi- 
ness, except that the only purpose 
cf the committee was to oversee 
the Marshall Plan. And Switzer- 
land was the only country in West- 
ern Europe that flatly refused to 
participate in the Marshall Plan. 


Another interesting item on Rus- 


sell's expense account is air trans- 
portation to Keno and rental of an 
automobile during the March 2J- 
April 24, 1950, period. This happens 
to be about the same time that 
Russell was campaigning for the 
gubernatorial nomination. 


During this period, Russell col- 


lected his full Senate salary, plus 
an additional $315 for 35 days of 
personal expenses, plus $150 for 
renting an automobile for "official 
business," plus the air transporta- 
tion home.

French Premier 


Invokes Realism 


(Editor's note: While Mr. Childs 


was 'in Europe, he obtained first 
hand material for the following 
article on the strongest man to 
appear on the French political hori- 
zon in recent years.)

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The premier and deputy premier 


of France have their offices in 
the Hotel Matignon, a handsome 
eighteenth century building that 
fronts directly on the street and 
in the rear looks out on a private 
park and garden. An impressive 
entrance on the street gives onto a 
graveled courtyard. The rooms 
with their high ceilings are filled 
with portraits of the great kings 
and courtiers of the days of glory 
when France was carving out an- 
empire.

In this atmosphere of carefully 


tended grandeur Pierre Mendes- 
France looks singularly out of 
place. It is just this parade of 
past glories—the dream of an age 
long gone—that the 47-year-old pre- 
mier has put aside. He is prac- 
tical, quiet-spoken, intensely hard 
working with very little bombast 
or show about him. And no one 
would accuse him of looking even 
faintly like the be-wigged and be- 
ribboned courtiers 
whose 
por- 


traits look down from the corridors 
of the Matignon. 


Mendes-France is plain almost 


io the point of ugliness, his con- 
spicous feature bcin? his eyes 
with their intense black depth. He 
wears suits of hard finished wor- 
sted that seem to have the prac- 
tical, resistant quality of the man. 
While he appears to be preoccupied, 
there is little or nothing that es- 
capes his attention.

The drama of the man is in ac- 


tion, the kind of action that France 
has seen in the past eight weeks 
after so many years of delay and 
vacillation. By flying to Tunisia and 
meeting the Bey of Tunis face to 
face the premier dramatized the 
need to alter at once the relation- 
ship between the colony and the 
mother country. 


To say 
that he abjures the 


grandeur of the past docs not 
mean that be is any the less a 
patriot. It is on Utc subject of pat- 
riotism that he now and then be- 
comes emotional. But his deep- 
seated conviction is that patriot- 
ism without realism is a delusion 
which can have fatal consequences. 
This Is the delusion from which, 
in the new premier's view, France 
has been suffering for a very long 
time.

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As a thinker, an intellectual, 


Mendes-France shares one of the 
great French traditions. This is 
the tradition of the men of reason 
of the eighteenih century. She en- 
cyclopaedists a n d philosophers 
who helped develop the frame- 
work of freedom 
out of which 


came the American declaration of 
Independence. 
Mendes - France's 


whole background is secular and 
intellectual 


Born and brought up in Paris, 


he went through the rigid French 
educational system that exacts so 


m u c h 
in concentration 
a n d 


memory work and came out with 
high honors. On the political lad- 
der 
Mendes - France 
began 
a 


steady 
climb. 
He became 
the 


youngest deputy in the French as- 
sembly and then, a little later, 
mayor of Louviers. 
He likes to 


say that the last is his favorite 
job since he can see improvements 
in streets, sewers and other facil- 
ities that as mayor he helped to 
bring about. All that talk in the 
assembly, he has sometimes said 
ruefully, means nothing but'more 
talk. 


In Leon Blum's last popular 


front government in 1938 Mendes- 


• France became undersecretary of 


finance. That, too, was a time of 
indecision when the governments 
of the Western powers seemed 
unable or unwilling to take the 
steps that might have averted the 
oncoming war. 
It is partly be- 


cause of his participation in this 
government with Communists and 
Socialists that the present premier 
is sometime5: accused of being a 
neutralist.

As a member of the French 


Air force reserve, he was cap- 
tured and imprisoned 
after the 


defeat of 1940. Escaping through 
Spain, he reached England and 
jpined the Free -French air force 
as navigator in a bomber squad- 
ron. In 1943 Gen. DeGaulle sum- 
moned him to North Africa where 
he became commisisoner for fi- 
nance hi DeGaulle's provisional 
government. In this capacity he 
worked closely with many exiled 
Frenchmen who were later to be- 
come premiers and foreign min- 
isters.

But after his disillusion as min- 


ister of national economy under 
DeGaulle in Paris be stayed out of 
the parade of increasingly ineffec- 
tual governments. It was not that 
he was entirely out of government 
since he was called on to repre- 
sent France with the International 
Monetary Fund at many con- 
ferences. And in the assembly his 
speeches became more and more 
notecVfor their stern realism. 


Here was * kind of youthful

France could not go on fighting

France 
would have to cut the pattern 
of policy to fit Ihe means at 
hand. The day of the great de- 
lusion of a world power with un- 
limited resources was at an end.

15-Hour Revolt At Missouri Prison Quelled; 4 Dead, Many Hurt 


7 BUILDINGS DESTROYED 
BY CURSING CONVICTS 


J E F F E R S O N CITY, Mo. 


Mv-The most disastrous riot in 
iti history was brought under con- 
trol Thursday at the fire-blackened 
Missouri State Penitentiary. 


Four prisoners were killed and 


30 other 
prisoners 
and three 


guards were injured in a savage 
35-hour revolt led by a small group 
of incorrigible prisoners. 


Seven prison buildings were de- 


stroyed and three others damaged 
as the cursing, shouting convicts 
set out on a path of destruction. 


Preliminary estimates of the 


damage by prison officials ranged 
from three to »ve million dollars. 


Prompt 
m o b i l i z a t i o n of 


istate highway t r o o p e r s , po- 
licemen from neighboring cities 
and Missouri National Guardsmen 
was credited with breaking the 
back of the riot and preventing a 
wholesale break by many of the 
2,283 inmates. 


Only about 300 prisoners were 


actually involved in the abortive 
break for freedom. 


Convicts gave many reasons for 


the abrupt uprising, but a guard 
said he believed it stemmed from 
dissatisfaction with green water- 
melon served at supper Wednesday 
night. Other convicts said the 
cause was poor food generally. 


Whatever the reason, the trou- 


ble began about 6 p.m. in the 
maximum security hall. Within a 
matter of minutes 81 convicts 
seized four guards and the dis- 
turbance flared into the prison 
yard.

The convicts were driven back 


by gunfire from advancing high- 
way patrol troopers, who just three 
months ago had be«.n alerted to 
possible mobilization for just sucb 
an emergency. 


But it wasn't until Thursday 


mol-ning—15 hours later—that the 
last of the sullen, embittered con- 
vict rioters were back in their 
cells. 


Between the beginning and the 


end of the outbreak, prisoners set 
fire to buildings, wrecked cells, 
windows and furniture and flooded 
cell blocks. 


But despite the ugly mood of 


the prisoners, the four 
guards 


taken hostage were released or es- 
caped alive. One made his escape 
when friendly convicts supplied 
him with an inmate's cap and 
shirt and escorted, him to the main 
entrance. 


Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly, who 


rushed from his home to the pris- 
on shortly after the riot broke out. 
said it was fortunate that more 
lives weren't lost. 


One of the guards was severely 


beaten. Another was beaten or 
dropped from some building. An- 
other was shot in the foot. 


While they had no firearms, the 


convicts had a wide assortment of 
weapons. 


The o u t b r e a k began when 


several of the more troublesome 


prisoners on the third floor of E 
lall j u m p e d several guards 
;hrough a ruse, faking illness, took 
.heir keys and began to liberate 
the other prisoners.

ments arrived, putting a ring of 
steel and firepower around the 
prison and apparently preventing 
an attempt to flee by going over 
the walls. 


Then at 7 a.m. the highway troop- 


ers moved in again, this time to 
subdue the rest of the rebellious 
convicts.

Fertilizer Use Is Up Sharply 
36 Per Cent 
Boost Noted 
In Nebraska 


Along with the skyrocketing in 


crease in the use of irrigation 
wells in Nebraska has come a cor- 
responding sharp rise in the prac 
tice of applying commercial fer- 
tilizer to depleted cropland. 


According to a report released 


by the Nebraska Department of 
Agriculture and Inspection, Ne- 
braska farmers used 36 per cent 
more commercial fertilizer during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1954, than they did in the previous 
Sear. The report by the depart- 
ment was based on compilations 
of fertilizer sales in this state. 


Nebraska 
used 
about 
144,000 


tons of commercial fertilizer last 
year. A 36 per cent increase over 
this figure would be about 197,000 
tons 
In 1950, the Department re- 


ported 
46,000 tons of fertilizer 


used in Nebraska. Ten years be- 
fore, it was 2,500 tons. 


The 1953 report of the Depart- 


ment shows that of the 144,000 
tons 
of fertilizer 
flsed, 
69,500 


tons consisted of straight nitrogen 
goods, 16,600 tons of superphos- 
phate and metaphosphate, 55,400

Seven Pof/sA Seamen Stage Mutiny, Soil To Britoin 


...Sailors Ask Political Asylumr~" 


By TOM OCIIILTREE 


WH1TBY, England (ffi — Seven 


Polish seamen told British police 
Thursday they staged a "freedom 
mutiny" on their trawler. They 
beat up the political officer, locked 
up the captain and other crewmen^ 
and sailed to this Yorkshire port 
to ask political asylum. 


It was the third time in less 


than a week that seamen from 
Communist-governed Poland have 
sought, asylum in Britain. 


Authorities here who boarded 


the trawler, the 200-ton Puszczyk, 
found the skipper, Capt Kobryn 
V.'iktor, locked in the lavatory and 
seven other crew members in cab- 
ins All were released. 


One man, identified by the mu- 


tineers as political officer Naciszek 
Franciszek, had suffered k n i f e 
wounds on the hand and head and 
face injuries when the seven took 
over in the North Sea, police said. 
He was treated at a hospital here 
and then returned to the trawler. 


As the Polish vessel approached 


the Yorkshire coast, crews of Brit- 
ish trawlers noticed it was flying 
several weird signals.-Capt. James 
J Storr, 52, commanding the Whit- 
by fishing ship Provider, guessed 
the Puszcyk was in distress, went 
aboard, and piloted the craft into 
the harbor. 


' I clambered aboard and one 


German-speaking seaman ushered 
me up to the wheelhouse and kept 
repeating "harbor," Storr said. 


"The men were very friendly 


and kept offering me cigarettes. 


"As we came to the harbor, I 


gathered the seven men I coulc 
see on deck intended to seek politi 
cal asylum. As soon as we came 
alongside the quay I notified the 
harbormaster. 
The seven 
men 


were affable enough and seemec 
happy to be coming ashore." 


'Rebelled' 


Storr said the men complainec 


in German about their living anc 
working conditions. 


"I understand the political offi- 


cer signed on as an ordinary sea- 
man before the vessel left Poland. 
Storr said. "It was not until the 
trawler was at sea that the men 
realized this and rebelled against 
it." 


Police here questioned the seven 


who freely explained what they had 
done. They said that, acting under 
their first mate, t h e y quickly 
seized control of the trawler as it 
was lurching through the sea. They 
kept the officers and other seamen 
who refused to join them confined 
below decks for 12 hours, giving 
the skipper two cigarettes durini 
this time.

Lincoln's body was found in a 


shallow creek bed near1 West 2nd 
and J by Floyd Campbell Jr. of 
425 C who was digging for fish 
worms at the tune. Lincoln had 
told Hcggatt he was planning to 
leave for Topeka, Kan., to work 
for the All-America Shows there. 


The dead man had worked with 


the Clyde Beatty Circus. 


Lie detector tests were given 


Hoggatt Thursday, but the results 
have not yet been made known.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 


Secretary of State Dulles Thurs- 
day called s for the creation by 
next year at least of an interna- 
tional agency for the peaceful use 
of atomic energy despite the re- 
fusal of Russia to co-operate. 


In new and daring moves, Dulles 


also proposed to an intently listen- 
ing U.N. Assembly that the U.N. 
convene .next spring an interna- 
tional scientific conference to con- 
sider the whole vast subjedt. 


In his important policy speech 


to the Assembly and in a letter 
formally stating the United States 
is raising this atomic issue as a 
new item in the Assembly, Dulles 


| made it clear the United States will 


j go ahead outside the U.N. and in 
concert with those nations desir- 
ing _to take part in the broad pro- 
gram. He indicated, however, the 
U.N. 
will be kept informed of 


developments. 


He also made it clear -that the 


Russians were welcome to come 
along if they wished but that at 
any rate the United States will not 
accept the familiar Russian "nyet" 
as a final block to .the program 
first enunciated by President Eis- 
enhower to the U.N. Assembly last 
Dec. 8. 


Dulles disclosed that the Rus- 


sians only Wednesday, h a v i n g 


heard he would deal with this sub- 
ject in his talk Thursday; had of- 
fered to resume conversations on 
the pool for peaceful uses of the 
atom. But, he said, they showed 
no sign of receding from the op- 
position expressed months ago. 


Dulles' plan for creation of the

were two points of a four-point 
plan put before the' Assembly .He 
also suggested the opening next 
year, in the United States, of a re- 
actor training school where stu- 
dents from abroad may learn the 
working principles of atomic en- 
ergy ' with specific regard to its 
peacetime uses.

year in retail rates here. 


E. C. Deane, Central vice presi- 


dent, reported thot the Northern 
reduction, oidered by the Federal 
Power Commission, would mean 
a $13,600 reduction to Central in 
the cost of gas to firm or resi- 
dential customeis. A refund of this 
money, he said, would not be prac- 
tical as some customers would get 
less than one cent a month. 


Customers entitled to the larg- 


est refunds, he said, would get 
only about 30 cents for the year 
and half of this would be needed 
to meet the expense of figuring out 
the refunds. 


Deane reported it more likely

Six Cleveland p i t c h e r s have 


earned run averages under 3 runs 
per game, a percentage unprece- 
dented in baseball.

It is only in fielding that the In- 


dians have a definite edge. Their 
.979 percentage is 10 points higher 
than the Yankees.

America Turns Down 
Korea Talk Proposal 


TAIPEH (Friday) (INS)-More 


than 
100 Nationalist warplanes 


blasted five Communist artillery 
nests along the mainland China 
coast as the Chinese Reds called 
for the ousting of the U. S. Seventn 
Fleet from the Strait of Formosa 


China's 
Communist 
Premier- 


Foreign Minister Chou En-Lai was 
quoted by Radio Peiping as declar- 
ing ominously that the Seventh 
Fleet, 
maintaining a protective 


cordon around Formosa 
Island, 


"should be driven off." 


The Red government chief com- 


plained, according to the broad- 
cast, that the American battlefleet 
was "still patrolling" the Formosa 
Strait and thus "obstructing the 
l i b e r a t i o n " of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek's principal island 
stronghold. 


Chou's warning was contained in 


a statement in which Red China's 
No. 2 boss also called for an inter- 
national conference "on the Ge- 
neva pattern" to try again for a 
permanent Korean peace settle- 
ment. 


"Enslavement" 


The Communist Premier 
re- 


jected as "absolutely unaccept- 
able" a suggestion by Britain's 
former laborite Prime Minister 
Clement Attlee that Formosa be 
put under a U.N. trusteeship. 


Chou reiterated the Red promise 


to "liberate" Formosa and the 
warning that this objective "could 
not be sabotaged by America." He 
also repeated the Red charge that 
Formosa is held under American 
"occupation" and "enslavement." 


Chou's 
threatening 
statement 


was aired as the Seventh Fleet's 
commander, Vice Adm. Alfred M, 
Pride, conferred 'with Chiang in 
Taipeh after returning Wednesday 
from an inspection tour of the 
100-mile-wide .Formosa Strait. 


War Games 


Reliable Taipeh sources said that 


Pride's powerful fleet— reportedly 
including a Missouri-class battle-. 
ship, tow aircraft carriers and a 
score of cruisers and destroyers- 
has been holding war games in the 
strait. 


Presumably, these sources said, 


the fleet maneuvered not far from 
the Nationalist outpost isle of 
Quemoy, only eight miles off the 
Red mainland coast at Amoy.

June 30. 


But it is $1,298,874 less than the 


amount appropriated by the 1953 
legislature for the present bien- 
nium. 
This unexpended balance 


would be carried over and is in- 
cluded in the $32,582,817 budgeted 
for 1955-57. 


Of the total which the depart- 


ment proposes to spend in the 
coming two-year period, $13,317,117 
would be state funds and $19,255,- 
700 would be federal funds.

A slow but steady decline in the 


number of persons receiving old 
age assistance in. Nebraska 
is

The assistance department is the 


third biggest spender among the 
state agencies, following behind 
the highway department and the 
University of Nebraska. Assistance 
formerly ranked second. 


The budget request is based on 


the assumption of an average of 
18,000 aged persons receiving an 
average of $5^ per month in the 
next two years; 750 blind persons 
averaging $60 per month; anJ 
2,500 families receiving an aver- 
age of $94 per month in aid for 
dependent children. 


There are 18,250 aged persons 


on the rolls now, averaging $50: 
724 blind persons .average $57; and 
2,466 families average $93 in ADC 
benefits. 


The retiring governor will hold 


hearings on all budget requests in 
November, prior to making up his 
recommendations to the new legis- 
lature.
